The Readers in the school at the beginning of the year having been 
in use for many years, Monroe’s series was adopted, and we think a 
decided improvement has been made in this branch. We wish we 
were able to add that at least one school has been provided with new 
Outline Maps, but we have not that privilege. 

Among the laws passed at the last session of the dea yous are 
two to which your attention is directed. One provides that the super- 
intending committee shall supply the prudential committee. with the 
notices in reference to compelling children to attend school, and that 
said prudential committee shall post and keep posted such notices in 
the most public places in each district., The. other provides, in sub- 
stance, that if any person, not a member of the school, shall inter- 
rupt or disturb any school, he shall be fined not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars, or imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding thirty days. Oth- 
er acts relating to the educational interests of the town will be found 
on the cover of the school register to be used the present year. 


Your committee has found, not only during the past year, but also 
in previous years, that there is an inclination on the part of teachers 
to consult the wishes of the pupils too often, in forming or re-organ- 
izing their classes. The result is, many of the pupils are attempting 
to do the work of advanced scholars before they understand first prin- 
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ciples. This is especially noticeable in the classes in Reading. Some 
entertain an idea thatif they can repeat after the teacher, without 
great effort, all the hard words in a reading lesson, they are ready to 
readin their class. Some think that if they understand and can pro- 
nounce a majority of the words in a Reader, they need a book more 
difficult ; but this is an error, and one great hindrance in the way of 
their progress. It is only after thorough learning of a reading lesson 
that a pupil can give that attention to emphasis and inflection, with- 
out which a dozen books might be read through with little benefit. 
Parents can assist in remedying this evil, by being satisfied with the 
slow progress of their children in passing from a low grade of text 
books to a higher, when they are assured that there is much to learn 
from what appears at first sight to be an easy book.
